PORTFOLIO FOR PERIODICALS. 

A PRETTY and inexpensive portfolio 

for papers or periodicals can be 
made by covering two pleces of heavy 
cardboard with any kind of fancy cre- 
tonne or silk.

Allow one teaspoon- 
ful of salt to two quarts of water. Boll 
rapidly for fifteen or twenty minutes, 
the time depending on the size of the 
heads. When done turn into a colander 
and pour cold water over the heads. 
They are now ready to cook in butter 
or to serve with any kind of sauce or 
the boiling water may be drained from 
the sprouts, which can then be sea- 
soned with butter, salt and pepper.
